One touchdown and a goal 
accounts for the Clemson score, and a 
touchdown for Tech's failure to get the 
extra point, shoving the yellow and 
white down into the abyss of defeat— 
not so deep, however, as it was last 
year when the Clemsonians got away 
with the fray, 1|0 to O. 

The Heisman squad surprised 
talent greatly. The team 
field in a crippled condition, and 
against a bunch in good shape, and 
yet made it sv warm for them that 
the decision was in doubt from curtain 
to curtain. 

It's a pity that it rained. The field 
was slow enough at the start, and as 
the precipitation continued became 
more so. and when the wind-up ar- 
rived it was so deeply lined with mud 
that the twenty-two athletes could 
hardly gain a foothold in the goo.

night that further subscriptions to the 
one-year treasury certificates would not 
be received, is regarded here as indicat- 
ing that the secretary considers the 
crisis in the money market to be prac- 
tically over. Official figures have not 
yet been given out at the treasury of 
the amount of certificates allotted. The 
amount of the allotments made, how- 
ever, is to be about $35,000,000, and this 
is probably the limit. All individual 
subscriptions having been rejected, it 
is anticipated that nearly: the whole 
of the $35,000,000 allotted will be used 
to help new issues of bank notes. 

As these issues will be retired within 
less than a year, they will not con- 
stitute a permanent inflation of the 
bank note circulation, 

Effect of New Loans. 
effect of the new loans on the 
future of the treasury resources and 
of the money is already receiving at- 
tention at the treasury and in banking 
circles. From present sources of in- 
formation, the amount nominally added 
to the cash balance of the treasury will 
be about $85,000,000, of which $50,- 
000,000 will represent the two per cent 
Panama bonds and $35,000,000 will rep- 
resent the one-year certificates, which 
have been allotted. This amount would 
increase the present nominal balance 
from about $241,393,217, where it stood 
yesterday, to a little more than $325,- 
000,000. A small additional amount 
will be derived from the premium on 
the Panama. bonds, but even if this 
should average as high as five per cent, 
it would amount to only $2,500,000.. 

With a nominal balance, however, of 
more than $325,060,000, the treasury will 
not have anything like that amount 
immediately available. This is because 
of deposits in national banks and other 
deposit items. These items amounted 
yesterday to $234,939,589, leaving an 
actual working balance of $6,463,628. 

Banks to Keep Purchase Money. 

The secretary has announced that 
ninety per cent of the payments for 
Panama bonds wiil be left in the cus 
tody of the national banks purchasing 
the bonds; and about seventy-five per 
cent of the payments for the one-year 
certificates will be left with the banks. 
The effects of these changes in the 
treasury balance sheet, upon the basis 
of issues of both classes of securities 
to the amount of $85,000,000 will be 
to increase the amount in banks to 
about $300,000,000,.and the working bal- 
ance to about $22,000,000. The  in- 
crease of $14,000,000 in the working 
balance will be due ¢o the retention in 
ithe treasury of $5,000,000, or ten per 
cent of the principal of the Panama 
payments, and about $9,000,000 or 
twenty-five per cent of the principal of 
$35,000,000 in treasury certificates. 

This condition of the treasury fi- 
nances will be changed materially in 
the spring if the secretary is able to 
carry out the program of retiring a 
considerable portion of the one-year 
ertificates before maturity. If $30,- 

,000 of the certificates can then be 
aid off, the cash balance will fall to’ 
bout $295,000,000, deposits in bankg

Macon, Ga., November 28.—(Special.)—

The Georgia. squad played football 
better than Whitney’s nameless men, 
and the indications are that they would 
have done so long ago, had anybody 
put the same faith in them that was of 
necessity resting upon the eleven this 
afternoon. 

In the first half Auburn ran away 
with Georgia, and there seemed to be 
little chance of winning agaist the team 
that played Tech to such a fraagzie.

CHARRED BODIES 
PILED IN HEAP 


Seven Men Perished in a 
Rooming House Fire 


THRILLING’ RESCUE MADE 


Aged Man, Clinging to a Window 
Ledge on Second Floor, Saved by 
Firemen, Who Threw Their 
Belts to Him From the 
Adjoining Building. 


Kansas City, Mo., November 28,— 
Seven men are dead and two fatally 
injured, as the result of a fire in a 
two-story brick rooming house at 1102 
Union avenue, caused by an explosion 
of gas early today. The seven victims 
of the disaster were burned almost 
beyond recognition. ‘They have been 
identified as follows: 
The Victims. 


PATRICK TUCKER, trackman. 

ADOLPH SUMMERBECK, aged 56. 
waiter. 

MICHAEL HARLAN, aged 52, boiler- 
maker. 

THOMAS LANE, laborer. 

JOHN SHEA, aged 27, track foreman 
for the Burlington railroad. 

JACK SHEEHAN. 

“FRENCHY,” porter. 

The rooming house was patronized 
by transient white railroad laborers, 
and ag the proprietor, Edwaré O’Cen- 
nell, kept no register, he knew neither 
the names of his guests nor the num- 
ber of persons in the place. 

The explosion is believed to have 
been caused by a guest who lighted a 
match in a room where gas had been 
escaping. 

When the firemen arrived the flames 
were growing so fiercely and the heat 
was so intense that they found. the 
work of fire-fighting very difficult. 

Bodies Piled Together. 

When the flames were sufficiently 
subdued to permit the firemen to enter 
the building, they were. driven back 
by smoke. When they finally gaineG 
entrance to the building they found 
the bodies of the victims piJed together 
in-a hall on the second floor. It was 
evident that the men were overcome 
while seeking an exit. The lower floor 
of the building was occupied by a 
saloon and barber shop. The loss on 
the building was $10,000. 

A thrilling rescue of an old man was 
accomplished by Firemen R. F. Jack- 
son and W. L. White. The man was 
clinging to a window ledge on the 
second floor. 

The firemen climbed out on the cor- 
nice of an adjoining building and, be- 
ing unable to reach the man, they 
spliced their belts and threw one end 
to him. He caught it and, while the 
firemen braced themselves with great 
peril to themselves, the old man swung 
down and was lowered to the ground 
safely. 

George Calvin was taken out: of the 
building fatally burned. Anegther man, 
nathe unknown, was fatally injured by 
jumping from a second-story window, 
Daniel Casey was taken out almost suf- 
focated, but revived.

Rattleships Will Soon Begin 
Leave for Rendezvous at Hamp- 
ton Roads Preparatory to 
Sailing for the 
Pacific.

New York, November 28.-+The idea 
of assembling the greater portion of 
the Pacific-bound Atlantic fleet in New 
York harbor and proceeding in 
squadron formation to Hampton Roads, 
the point of start for the long western 
cruise, has ben abandoned in order that 
each of the big war vessels may spend 
as long a time as possible at the vari- 
ous navy yards where they are under- 
going repairs. It was expected that 
at least ten of the sixteen big battle- 
ships might assemble here about De- 
cember 1, but in lieu of this arrange- 
ment orders have been issued for all 
vessels of the fleet to report at Hamp- 
ton Roads by Monday. December 9, 

Louisiana First to Leave. 

The Louisiana, carrying the largest 
crew ever assembled on an American 
battleship, -will be the first of the 
ships now under repair at the Brook- 
lyn navy yard to leave New York for 
the rendezvous in Virginia’s famous 
roadstead. With 975 offiters and men 
on board, the Louisiana will get under 
way at 6 o’clock on Monday morning. 
On the way to Hampton Roads com- 
passes will be adjusted and engines 
thoroughly tested. The run will be 
made in leisurely fashion so that the 
Virginia capes probably will not be 
picked up until late on Tuesday, De- 
cember 2. . 

The Connecticut, flagship of Admira] 
Evans, will get away on December 4. 
The Connecticut is the government 
built sister of the Louisiana. The 
Connecticut also will proceed directly 
to Hampton Roads, where Admiral 
Evans will prepare the - final sailing 
orders. 

Following the Connecticut will go 
the Rhode Island, the Ohio, the Ala- 
bama and-the Virginia, the latter leav- 
ing on December 7. The Virginia has 
just arrived at the Brooklyn navy 
yard for docking, being in all other 
respects ready for the _ 13,000-mile 
journey.

The 
history of previous crises has shown 
that money tends to accumulate rap- 
idly in the banks, after the worst of the 
crisis is over. 

The policy of the treasury in provid- 
ing for the redemption of the one-year 
certificates within a shorter term than 
one year will involve the elimination 
of the bank note circulation based upon 
these certificates and a considerable 
withdrawal of cash from the banks into 
the treasury. The fact that the limit 
of $9,000,000 per month imposed upon 
the retirement of bank note circulation 
does not apply to notes based upon se- 
curities which have been called for re. 
demption, rgpmoves any obstacle to the 
prompt retirement of excessive bank 
note issues by the payment of lawful 
money into the treasury as soon as the 
securities are called and paid. From 
present indications the treasury will 
not only have ample cash at demand 
during the spring, but it is believed by 
bankers that the currency famine of 
the moment will be turned into a glut, 
which only foresight on the part of the 
treasury will prevent from developing 
into unnecessary inflation.

A difference of $29,000 in the annual 
goal bill of the city of Atlanta at her 
pumping station is the net amount thar 
will be saved in the event the water 
board and the special committee from 
councils see fit to install a Vertical ‘ITiple 
Expansion pumping engine instead of 
Centrifugal pumps as has been &8ué- 
gested. Expert and experienced en- 
gineers have figured this question out 
to a mathematical nicety and declare 
that the saving in the matter of coal 
will more than pay the overplus of cost 
within four years. When this board and 


the committee met on last Monday to | 


open bids for the installation of a new 
pump for the city of Atlanta capable of 
supplying this growing city with 20,000, - 
000 gallons daily bids for both pumps 
were received. 

Yesterday there was in the city, the 
guest of the Piedmont hotel, Mr. Will 
J. Sando, an expert on the matters of 
pumps and pumping machinery, who 
has had years of experience in this line 
and who, as manager of the pumping en- 
gine department of the Allis-Chalmers 
Company, has bids entered for both 
styles of pumps, as his firm makes each 
equally as successfully, but who Is in- 
clined to the vertical triple expansion 
pump over the centrifugal. 

Mr. Sando was formerly superiptend- 
ent of pumping stations for the Metro- 
politan water works of Boston, where 
there is located a $29,000,000 plant and 
is held to be among the finest in the 
world. Afterwards he was the engineer 
of the pumping department with the 
commission on additional water supply 
for the city of New York wherein it was 
proposed to furnish 500,000,000 gallons 
of water daily to that city. Mr. Sando 
Was a most interesting talker on the 
subject of the two pumps, and stripping 
It from all commercial entanglements 
pointed out conclusively that Atlanta 
not only needs a pump but~that' the 
pump Alanta needs to do the work ex- 
pected {Is the vertical triple expansion 
and not the centrifugal pump. 

He pointed out the fact that from the 
tax payers’ point of view the first cost 
of a pump its of very little consequence 
when compared to the excessive cost of 
maintenance and operatfon attendant 
upon the turbine driven centrifugal 
pump. In a clear and concise manner he 
also demonstrated the fact that the 
centrifugal pump ts not of sufficlent 
flexibility to perform the service, on 
pecount of varying capacity every hour 
during the day and night. He said: “It 
would be impossible, even though this 
type of pump was desfrable from an 
epconomical standpotfnt, to use it, for the 
reason that it is only adapted for con- 
Stant capacity against a positive head 
within very narrow limits: or, in other 
words, it would have to operate at its 
full rated capacity every hour of the 
day, which condition is not and can not 
be obtained in the waterworks Service 
in this city. ; 

Mr. Sando was then asked what other 
objections could be pointed out as to the 
centrifugal mump and he continued: 
“Aside from the engineering obstacles 
in a turbine centrifugal pump, the cost 
of operating and maintaining is the prin- 
cipal objection, which is proved by com- 
parative costs obtained in actual service 
in other cities whose costes are not based 
on theory, slide rule calculations or 
Suarantees made by builders coverad by 
bonds; none of which are any value to 
the taxpayer after the mistake of se- 
lecting a misfit pumpine machinery has 
been made.” 

When asked to specify in regard to 
Atlanta Mr. Sando said: “The conditions 
in Atlanta require a pumping unit having 
a daily capacity of 20,000,000 gallons, 
capable of being operated at any speed 
necessary, to meet consumption from 25 
per cent to 100 per cent of the capacity, 
and should occasion demand the verti- 
cal triple expansion pumping engine is 
capable of being operated at an over- 
load of 10 to 15 per cent. 

“It requires about 1,300 pump horse 
power to supply 20,000,000 gallons ot 
water against the head used in Atlanta. 
To do this the vertical triple expansion 
modern pumping engine of the very 
highest economy would require tn actual 
service all the year round !|.6 pounds of 
coal per pump horse power hour. These 
actual figures obtain in a number of 
large pumping plants throughout the 
country.” 

‘How about the requirements, for a 
centrifugal pump under similar condi- 
tions?” he was asked. : 

“To pump this amount of water under 
the same condition,” he replied, 
“a gteam turbine operating centrifugai 
pump would require not less than four 
pounds of coal per pump horse power 
hour.” 

“Nearly three times as much?” 

“Yes, nearly thre times as much.” 

Continuing on the subject of cost, he 
atated: “It is a simple mathematical 
calculation to find the difference between 
the cost of operating these two types of 
punmyping units and results in a net sav- 
ing in coal per year, based upon oper- 
ating either plant the same number of 
hours in actual service of pumping wa- 
ter, not upon duty guaranteed by build- 
ery, amounting in round numbers to 
629.000 per year, taking coal at $2 
per net ton delivered into bins at the 
station. If the city of Atlanta pays 
more for coal, the saving would be cor- 
respondingly greater. 

‘From this saving should be deducted 
the interest on the additional invest- 
ment of $91,000 for the vertical engine, 
over the centrifugal, which fairly eats 
up coal, and the same time credit should 
be given the vertical engine for less 
amount of depreciation, which in reality 
would about offset the interest charges. 
At any rate the saving would amount 
to on a conservative basis at least 
$26,000 annually. | 

“In other words,’ he continued, ‘this. 
amount capitalized would amount to 
$650,000 in 4 per cent bonds, the in- 
terest on which the city could pay each 
year out of the amount saved on the

“This means that the difference hi 
cost between these two engines could 
more than be paid out of the saving ‘1

“Transatlantic liners use the turbine 
engine, why not a city?’ 

“That statement,” continued Mr. 
Sando, “is misleading, for there is no 
connection between the two lines of en- 
gineering—pumping water and propel- 


| ling vessels. This also applies to pump- 


ing water and generating electricity. 

“Further it could be stated that the 
sale of reciprocating engines in the 
Unived States today is greater than 
ever before notwithstanding the num- 
ber of turbines that have been sold. 
This simply shows that as a business 
increases in our prosperous country 
there is room for all modern types of 
prime movers, but the steam turbine has 
not displaced the reciprocating engine. 
This argument is used only by salesmen 
who represént manufacturing concerns 
that do not build reciprocating engines 
and who look only on the rank commer- 
cialism of the engineering enterprise.”’ 

“Well, what cities are using tnis ver- 
tical engine now?’ he was next asked. 

“The foremost waterworks engineers 
in the country are installing the verti- 
cal triple expansion pumping engines 
for municipal waterworks systems. 
Among them might be mentioned Wash- 
ington, D. C., Nashville, Tenn., Louis- 
ville, Ky., New Orleans, La., Philadel- 
phia, Pa., Cincinnati, Ohio, and Buf- 
falo, N. Y. No city has purchased a 
turbine centrifugal pump.”’ 

“How about Buffalo and Schenec- 
tady?” 

“The installation of centrifugal 
pumps at Buffalo are driven by elec- 
trical motors, and it is generally un- 
derstood from engineers in charge of 
these plants that they are not success- 
ful, economical or satisfactory; but 
these plants are not called upon to per- 
form the services required in Atlanta.” 

The Allis-Chalmers company, with 
whom Mr. Sando is associated, has of- 
fices in the Fourth National Bank 
building. Maurice W. Thomas is the 
Atlanta manager, and he submitted 
proposals for centrifugal pumps and 
also a vertical triple expansion pump- 
ing engine, as this company manufac- 
tures all kinds of pumpihg machinery. 

Their price for a centrifugal pump 
having a daily capacity of 20,000,000 
gallons of water was $43,700, and the 
duty was the highest ever guaranteed 
for an outfit of this kind in this coun- 
try. Notwithstanding this, they de- 
clined to guarantee the pump to per- 
form the service required in Atlanta, 
but would guarantee it to do as well 
as any other centrifugal pump. 

This company is now building for 
the city of New York ten centrifugal 
pumps to operate against a pressure of 
300 pounds per square inch for fire 
service only. which means that they 
are not called upon to furnish continu- 
ous capacity and pressure, and for this 
service a centrifugal pump operated 
by an electrical motor is considered 
good engineering. .

OF “RED LIGHT”

South Columbus Improvement 
League Addresses Police 
Commissioners. 


Columbus, Ga., November 28.—(Spé- 
cial.)—Somewhat of a local sensation 
has been sprung by the announcement 
that practically all the proprietors of 
the more pretentio#s disreputable 
establishments in the “red light’ dis- 
trict of the city have license from the 
revenue department of the United 
States government for the sale of 
whisky and other liquors’ in ,those 
houses. This fact has been unearthed 
by the South Columbus Improvement 
League, which is seeking to have the 
red-light district abolished. The names 
of about a dozen women are given as 
having secured license from the na- 
tional government to sell liquor in 
their houses, and at the same time are 
running a blind tiger, so far as the 
state of Georgia and the city of Colum- 
bus are involved. 

There is a city ordinance limiting the 
territory in which whisky may be re- 
tailed in this city, and every one of 
these establishments is outside the lim- 
its. Because of this fact, members of 
the South Columbus Improvement 
League say that it is as much the 
business of the police department to 
put a stop to the wholesale violations 
of the liquor law in the red-light dis- 
trict as it is the duty of the county 
authorities. The police commissioners, 
when they were furnished the names 
of w®6men in that district who had se- 
cured license from the internal revenue 
collector's . office in Atlanta to retail 
whisky, turned the information over to 
the attorney general. 

Downtown people claim that the po- 
lice commissioners have, in the lan- 
guage of the day, handed them a 
lemon in the matter of driving the dis- 
reputable characters out of that quar- 
ter of the city. The commissioners ad- 
dressed a politely worded communica- 
tion to the committee from the South 
Columbus League, saying that instruc- 
tions had been given to keep strict 
order in that section of the city and 
abate any nuisances. The main ques- 
tion asked by the committee was un- 
answered, however, and the members 
of the league construe the communica- 
tion to be, in effect, a denial of the pe- 
tition. A meeting of the league will be 
held in a few days, at which a course 
of action will be decided upon. The 
league does not undertake to say what 
disposition shall be made of the social 
evil, simply contending that {t Is an 
injustice to downtown people and their 
property to segregate it in that quar- 
ter of the city.

New York, November 28.—John Whit- 
ley, one of the leading dealers in stoves, 
ranges and household apparatus in 
Brooklyn, and vice president of the Re- 
liance Ball Bearing Door Hanger Com- 
pany, killed his wife with two pistol 
shots early today as she lay sleeping 
in her room on the ninth floor of the 
Hotel Belleclaire, Broadway and Sev- 
enty-seventh street, Manhattan. Whit- 
ley then leaped from the window into 
the street, being killed instantly by the 
fall. Whitley was 60 years old and his 
wife 30. They had a home in a fash- 
lonable section of Brooklyn, but had 


claire, 
No Reason for Tragedy. 

No reason for the murder and sui- 
cide has been discovered, but financial 
troubles are surmised. In the room 
occupied by Mr. and Mrs. Whitley was 
found a check book on the Franklin 
Trust Company showing that all the 
funds were exhausted. The couple had 
always lived lavishly. 

A cab driver who saw Whitley’s 
body, dressed only, in pajamas, lying 
on the sidewalk, gave the first notice 
of the tragedy. Search of his apart- 
ment revealed the body of Mrs, Whit- 
ley stretched on the bed with two bul- 
let holes through her head. She had 
evidently been shot while asleep. 

After the shooting Whitley. appar- 
ently, had tried to write a note of ex- 
planation. On the dresser was found 
a blood-stained envelope on which had 
been nervously scrawled: 

“T can't write. 

He Used a Mirror. 

From the appearance of the room, it 
is believed that Whitley, after the 
shooting, attempted to send a bullet 
through his own brath, using a hand 
mirror to aid him in directing its 
course; but at the last minute lost his 
nerve and chose death in a dive to the 
street.

Judge Griggs’ To 
Washington Ends Remark- 
able Series of Debates.

Albany, Ga., November 28.—(Special.)— 
With the debate between Congressman 
James M. Griggs and Hon. 8. A. Rod- 
denbery at Dawson on Monday, there 
was probably concluded what is con- 
sidered the most remarkable series of 
meetings between rival candidates held 
in Georgia during the last doze years. 
There are now eighteen counties in the 
Second congressional] district, and de- 
bates have been held in all but thres 
or four, including the home county of 
Mr. Roddenbery. 

His congressional duties will require 
Congressman Griggs’ presence in Wash- 
ington for some time, and if the de- 
bates are resumed at all it will prob- 
ably be durfng the summer of 1908; 
immediately preceding the primary, It 
is probable that there will be debates 
in at least those counties in which 
meetings have not already occurred. 

There is considerable difference of 
opinion as to the net results of the 
debates of the last few months. Mr. 
Roddenbery has made an exceedingly 
aggressive campaign, and in the meet- 
ings with Judge Griggs has not hesi- 
tated to attack the latter’s record with 
great vigor. His speeches have fairly 
bristled with personalities, though he 
has always insisted that none of his 
criticisms of his opponent were aimed 
at acts outside the congressman’s of- 
ficial record. The Thomasville candi- 
date {s a speaker of the “whirlwind’’ 
type, and none of the debates has 
lacked ginger. 

It is claimed by the friends of Mr. 
Roddenbery that he has made tremen- 
dous inroads on the Griggs strength i” 
all parts of the district, and that when 
the primary takes place it will be found 
that he has sufficient votes to insure 
hig elecion. Judge Griggs and his po- 
litical friends laugh at this claim, and 
declare that the Terrell statesman is 
stronger in every county of the district 
than he has ever been. In the various 
debates with Mr. Roddenbery, Judge 
Griges has not appeared to take his op- 
ronent’s candidacy seriously, though he 
has most effectively defended his Own 
congregational record. He hag never 
seemed to be worrled over political con- 
ditions in the district, and he returns to 
Washington feeling that his fences are 
in the best possible condition. 

There is a good deal of speculation 
as to the probable date of the primary. 
The campaign began early, and for this 
reason it is believed there will be a 
strong sentiment in favor of an early 
primary, so that the uncertainty of the 
situation may be removed. A primary in 
April or May would probably suit ail 
parties concerned better than one held 
in September or October, a month or 
two before the election. 


How Tinfoil Is Made. 


Tinfoil, which is extensively used for wrap- 
ping tobacco, certain food products and other 
articles of commerce, is a combination of 
lead with a thin coating of tin on each side. 
It is made in the following manner: First, 
a tin pipe is made of @ thickness proportion- 
ate to its diameter; proportion not given. 
This pipe is then filled with molten lead and 
rolled or beaten to the extreme thinness re- 
quired. In this: process the tin coating 
spreads simultaneously with the spreading of 
the lead core, and continuously maintains a 
thin, even aS tin on each side of the 
center sheet of lead, even though it may be 
reduced to a thickness of 0.001 inch or less.

There were 
several fierce exchanges in the fourth 
and Sullivan staggered his man with 
a straight left to the jaw. The round 
closed about even, as also did the 
fifth. Sullivan had the upper hand in 
the sixth, but Kaafman, from whom 
blood was again flowing, got in some 
hard blows. They exchanged vicious 
blows to head at close range in the 
seventh, Sullivan having the better of 
the rally. Kaufman went to his corner 
again with blood coming from his nose. 
Sullivan had a slight advantage. 

The eighth round was a vicious one, 
both men administering and receiving 
considerable punishment. Kaufman 
had the better of it. 

The fight up to the tenth round was 
practically an even affair. After that, 
however, Kaufman forged to the front 
and was never in danger again. Mulli- 
van did his best work in the early 
rounds, and for a time it looked as 
though he might win. It was a give- 
and-take affair up to the tenth, with 
Sullivan having the better of it. 

Kanfman Cuts Loose. 

In the sixteenth round Kaufman cut 
loose. He foreed Sullivan from one end 
of the ring to the other, landing almost 
at will with lefts and rights to the jaw. 
He tried to put Sullivan out, and in 
doing so weakeneg himself and showed 
that he lacked one necessary requisite— 
a knockout punch. From thig time on, 
one round was a repetition of the other. 
Sullivan showed great gameness 
throughout the balance of the fight. In 
almost every one of the followirgg rounds 
it seemed certain that he must go to the 
mat from the grueling shower of right 
and left swings to the jaw, but he al- 
Ways toed the scratch, although appa- 
rently in great distress. He stalled con- 
tinually to save himself from punish- 
ment. Kaufman thereafter devoted his 
attacks to Sullivan’s stomach, and dur- 
ing the last few rounds put in several 
vicious punches, any one of which seem- 
ed powerful enough to put owt any or- 
dinary man. 

Sullivan ‘braced considerably in the 
fourteenth round, in which he had slight- 
ly the better of it. Kaufman rushed Sul- 
livan, but was punished when it came to 
clinches. 

The fifteenth was Kaufman's by a 
good margin. Juet before the gong 
sounded, Sullivan ducked into a left 
swing, which brought blood, and Kauf- 
man remarked: 

“You are not Jack O’Brien.” 

Sullivan Becomes Groggy. 
Kaufman landed a number of blows 
to the head in the sixteenth. Sullivan 
became groggy and was almost out, but 
made a wonderful rally. 

The seventeenth was Kaufman's, but 
he lacked the power to put his man out. 
Kaufman landed almost at will in the 
eighteenth round ang Sullivan spat blood 
at its close. 
Sullivan was outboxed and outpunched 
in the nineteenth, his opponent’s great 
er reach and height and weight proving 
of value.

A Marine Fish Planter, 


(From The Kennebec Journal.) 

A novelty of some interest has been tnvent- 
ed by Supertintendent Floyd, of the Sebago 
lake hatchery, which has proven itself ex- 
tremely practical and economical in the cost 
of transporting the 22-year-old salmon from 
the hatchery to points about Sebago lake. It 
has been the custom at the hatchery to keep 
as many salmon as possible until 2 years old 
In order that they may be able to protect 
themselves from ¢USk and other large fish. 
The ordinary fish cans were too small, hold- 
ing but a few each, and it was expensive to 
thus transport them. Superintendent Floyd 
has constructed a big fish car, after the style 
of the old Rangeley fish cars, to be dragged 
after the launch. It is 15 feet long, 4 feet 
wide and 8 feet deep, watertight on front 
and bottom, with a rear end gate. Plank 
wings 4x9 inches balance the car, which Is 
of sufficient buoyancy to support two men. 
From this car 22,000 salmon were distributed

Disaster to the turopeans 


INVADED ALGERIA 


After a Temporary Suc- 
cess, Were Driven Across the 
Frontier by French—France 
Awakes to the Danger 

to Algeria. 


Paris, November 28.—Official advices 
received here from Oran, Algeria, de- 
clare that a portion of the Moroccan 
army invaded Algeria yesterday, Wed- 
nesday. The French were forced to re- 
treat and in the fighting they lost 
eleven men, and fifteen wounded. Later 
however, they were reinforced and suc- 
ceeded in driving the Arabs back across 
the frontier. 

Yesterday’s disaster has suddenly 
awakened France tto the fact that the 
vexing Moroccan problem, far from be- 
ing settled, has only assumed another 
perplexing phase. Although the trouble 
in western Morocco is now confined to 
native strife between Abd El Aziz, the 
sultan of record, and Mulai Hafid, the 
sultan of the south, the powerful Beni 
Nassen tribe has suddenly broken out 
in the northeast and even daringly in- 
vaded the French colony in Algeria, 
several thousand Arabs having crossea 
the frontier to attack the French at 
the Bab El Rassa. 

Under a galling fire, the French force, 
which was inadequate to cope with the 
enemy, retreated slowly after a long 
and determined struggle. They were 
finally reinforced by reserves that had 
been ordered from Oudja and Nemvours 
and then began a vigorous assault upon 
the Arabs, who fel] back to the Moroc- 
can hills. 

Ex-Premier Ribot, leader of the oppo- 
sition in the chamber of deputies to- 
day questioned the government in the 
chamber relative to the situation on the 
frontier. General Piquart, the minister 
of war, replied, saying that heavy rein- 
forcement had been ordered to conduct 
a punitive_expedition. The newspapers 
generally insist that the frontier is in- 
adequately protected and declare that 
this raid upon French territory should 
be followed by a stern lesson.

PARLIAMENT OF CANADA. 


Opened by Lord Gray, Who Delivers 
Speech From Throne. 


Ottawa, November 2828.—The dominion par- 
liament was opened today by Lord Grey. The 
occasion was marked @ ith the usual cere- 
monial. The Princess Louise Dragoon guards 
furnished the escort which accompanied the 
governor general from Rideau hall to the 
parliament buildings and return. 

In the red chamber the attendance was 
unusually large when Lord Grey delivered the 
speech from the throne. 

The speech referred to the great increase in 
trade and revenue ofthe dominion. The last 
fiscal period closed by reducing the _ public 
debt by $8,000,000. Reference wae made to 
Mr. Lemieux’s visit to Japan. Mr. Oliver's 
lang bill, which will permit settlers getting 
two homesteads or 320 acres of land from the 
government, will be reintroduced. The insur- 
ance bill has not yet been completed, but it 
is safe to say that it will be a compromise 
between the réport of the commerce and the 
desires of the insurance’ companies. A _ Dill 
is. promised to gfve old age annuity and 
telegraph and telephone companies will be 
Placed under the railway commission. 

Parliament will be asked to approve of the 
French treaty and the reference of the fish- 
eries dispute to The Hague tribunal.

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WARNING GIVEN TO JAPAN 


That Too Many of Her Subjects Are 
Entering United States, 


Tokio, November 28.—It is understood 
that American Ambassador Thomas J. 
O’Brien has officially caNed the attén- 
tion of the Japanese government to the 
great increase in the number of Japa- 
nese arriving on the Pacific coast. He 
presented the view of the state de- 
partment that this cannot be considered 
in accordance with promises of the Japa- 
nese government, and therefore requesi- 
ed a rigid investigation and promp! 
measures to prevent the immigration 
into America of any person who, enter: 
ing as a student, might afterwards be: 
come a laborer. There is reason to be- 
lieve that the immigration companies in 
Japan are taking advantage of the lax 
inspection qualification for emigrants 
and becoming .bolder in practicing 
frauds; hence a meeting of the emigra- 
tion companies has been called for De- 
ecember 3. At the foreign office it Was 
stated: 

‘We are considering the best methods 
of controlling and further limiting em!- 
gration and correcting ahy mistakes 
which may have occurred recently. Con- 
ditions here are different from those in 
America. Japanese scholars desiring to 
visit America register as students in 
good faith, but reaching America they 
secure work to enable them to prose- 
cute their studies. It is quite probable 
that frauds have been committed, but 
without the cognizance of the govern- 
ment. We are now urging every pre- 
caution to prevent a recurrence of the 
frauds.”’ °

MUST HAVE LEGAL LICENSE 


All Who Practice Healing Sick for 
Pay Must Have License. \ 
Fizgerald, .Ga., November 28.—(Spe- 
cial.—In the case of Bennett v. Ware, 
in the city court yesterday, Judge D. 
B. Jay made a ruling that is of inter- 
est to the medical profession. The case 
was brought by Bennett to recover 
$5,000 damages from Dr. D. B. Ware 
on account of the arrest and confine- 
ment of Bennett in the Irwin county 
Jail about a year ago. 
Dr. Ware, acting for the Irwin 
County Medica] Society, as its presi- 
dent. had A, D, Bennett, a so-called 


pract @ing in Irwin and adjoining coun- 
ties, arrested for practicing without a 
license, and without being registered. 
The arrest was made on Saturday, and 
$n default of a bond Bennett was 
kept in jail until Monday following, 
when, through a technicality, the jus-' 
tice discharged him without the case 
going to a jury. 

Bennett then brought the suit against 
Ware, claiming malicious prosecution. 
A demurrer was entered by the de- 
fendant, and Judge Jay sustained the 
demurrer, ruling that, in order to have 
a standing in court, the plaintiff would 
have to show that he was legally au- 
thorized to practice.,in Irwin county, 
and that he would elearly come under 
the provision which required any one 
before practicing must be registered. 
All persons practicing healing the sick 
and receiving compensation therefor 
come under this provision, no matter 
whether they use drugs or not. The 
material point is whether they offer 
their services and take pay for them, 
Immediately after the decision of the 
court. the medical society had Bennett 
arrested for practicing illegally. and 
he was bound over to appear at the 
next term of the city court.

Ottawa, November 88.—The dominion par- 
liament was opened today by Lord Grey. The 
eccasion was marked @ith the usual cere- 
monial. The Princess Louise Dragoon guards 
furnished the escort which accompanied the 
governor general from Rideau hall to the 
parliament buildings and return. ¥ 

In the red chamber the attendance was 
unusually large when Lord Grey delivered the 
speech from the throne. 

The speech referred to the great increase in 
trade and revenue of“the dominion. The last 
fiscal period closed by reducing the public 
debt by $8,000,000. Reference wae made to 
Mr. Lemieux’s visit to Japan. Mr. Oliver's 
lang bill, which will permit settlers getting 
two homesteads or 320 acres of land from the 
government, will be reintroduced. The insur- 
ance bill has not yet been completed, but it 
is safe to say that it will be a compromise 
between the répofrt of the commerce and the 
desires of the insurance’ companies. A _ Dill 
is promised to give old age annuity and 
telegraph and telephone companies will be 
Placed under the railway commission. 

Parliament will be asked to approve of the 
French treaty and the reference of the fish- 
eries dispute to The Hague tribunal.

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WARNING GIVEN TO JAPAN 


That Too Many of Her Subjects Are 
Entering United States. 


Tokio, November 28.—It is understooa 
that American Ambassador Thomas J. 
O’Brien has officially called the attén- 
tion of the Japanese government to the 
great increase in the number of Japa- 
nese arriving on the Pacific coast. He 
presented the view of the state de- 
partment that this cannot be considered 
in accordance with promises of the Japa- 
nese government, and therefore requesit- 
ed a rigid investigation and promp: 
measureés to prevent the immigration 
into America of any person who, enter: 
ing as a student, might afterwards be: 
come a laborer. There is reason to be- 
lieve that the immigration companies in 
Japan are taking advantage of the lax 
inspection qualification for emigrants 
and becoming bolder in practicing 
frauds; hence a meeting of the emigra- 
tion companies has been called for De- 
cember 3. At the foreign office it Was 
stated: | 
“We are considering the best methods 
of controlling and further limiting em!- 
gration and correcting ahy i mistakes 
which may have occurred recently. Con- 
ditions here are different from those in 
America. Japanese scholars desiring to 
visit America register as students in 
good faith, but reaching America they 
secure work to enable them to prose- 
cute their studies. It is quite probable 
that frauds have been committed, but 
without the cognizance of the govern- 
ment. We are now urging every pre- 
caution to prevent a recurrence of the 
frauds.”’ . :

The boy is stopping 
in a boarding house with his grand- 
mother, not far from the court house 
in which the mother is being tried. 

The court will tomorrow °con¢lude 
With all witnesses, according to the 
Plans of counsel on both sides of the 
case. A rumor has been circulated to 
the effect that Mrs, Annie Adams,
